THOMAS  A.  YAWKEY 

President 


"Boston’s  own  Mr.  Baseball"  .  .  .  that’s  what  Richard 
Cardinal  Cushing  called  Tom  Yawkey  a  couple  of  years 
ago.  And  if  Red  Sox  fans  needed  any  additional  proof  of 
Mr.  Yawkey’s  constant  aim  to  improve  the  fortunes  of  the 
Red  Sox,  they  had  it  last  Fall  when  he  dramatically  re¬ 
organized  the  administration  of  the  club  to  bring  the  Red 
Sox  back  into  contention  for  the  American  League  pennant. 

Thomas  Austin  Yawkey  was  born  in  Detroit,  Feb.  21, 
1903.  His  foster-father,  William  H.  Yawkey,  the  famed  in¬ 
dustrialist,  was  President  and  owner  of  the  Detroit  Tigers  in 
Tom’s  early  years,  so  his  indoctrination  into  baseball  was 
swift.  That  was  a  period  when  the  Tigers  had  many  of  the 
super  stars  of  the  game,  and  baseball  became  young  Tom’s 
game. 

He  played  himself  at  Irving  School  and  dt  Yale  Univers¬ 
ity,  and  even  today  continues  to  work  out  with  employees 
in  fast-paced  “pepper"  games  at  Fenway  Park  when  the 
team  is  on  the  road. 

In  1933,  Tom  Yawkey  purchased  the  Red  Sox  and  Fen¬ 
way  Park.  The  once-proud  Sox  were  really  in  the  doldrums. 
In  the  previous  14  years,  they  hadn’t  risen  out  of  the  second 
division  and  had  finished  last  in  nine  of  those  years.  The 
park  was  badly  in  need  of  repairs,  and  a  rebuilding  pro¬ 


gram  was  immediately  put  into  effect  for  both  the  team 
and  the  park. 

Expense  was  no  object  and  before  long  Fenway  fans 
were  thrilling  to  the  exploits  of  Lefty  Grove,  Jimmy  Foxx, 
Bobby  Doer,  Ted  Williams,  Tex  Hughson,  Vern  Stephens, 
Johnny  Pesky,  Mel  Parnell  and  countless  others.  Boston  be¬ 
came  and  still  is  one  of  the  most  solid  franchises  in  the 
game  under  Yawkey’s  direction. 

In  his  28  years  of  leadership,  the  club  has  finished  in  the 
second  division  only  eight  times.  There  have  been  disap¬ 
pointments — only  one  pennant  to  show  in  1946,  and  heart¬ 
breaking  second  place  finishes  in  1948  and  1949 — but  his 
interest  in  baseball  has  never  waivered. 

During  the  off-season  he  is  in  constant  touch  with  Fen¬ 
way  Park.  He  keeps  information  about  individuals  in  the 
farm  systems  at  his  fingertips,  and  in  season  he’s  a  fa¬ 
miliar  sight  in  his  roof  box  at  Fenway  watching  proceed¬ 
ings  closely. 

Fenway  Park  itself  at  his  insistence,  has  become  one  of 
the  most  comfortable,  cleanest  and  most  attractive  baseball 
parks  in  the  country. 

This  then  is  certainly  “Boston’s  own  Mr.  Baseball” 
.  .  .  Thomas  A.  Yawkey.  And  ready  to  direct  another 
resurgence  of  the  Red  Sox  following  last  September’s 
reorganization. 
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The  first  Greater  Boston  man  to  become  front  office 
leader  of  the  Red  Sox,  Dick  O’Connell  moved  up  to  Execu¬ 
tive  Vice-President  last  September,  succeeding  Stanley  R. 
"Bucky”  Harris.  Harris  had  also  held  the  title  of  General 
Manager,  but  under  the  reorganization  that  title  was  elim¬ 
inated. 


Dick  had  been  Business  Manager  of  the  Red  Sox  and 
director  of  all  park  operations  for  several  years  prior  to  his 
promotion.  In  his  new  capacity,  he  will  continue  to  direct 
the  business  part  of  the  organization  and  will  also  cooperate 
closely  with  manager  Mike  Higgins  in  directing  major 
league  personnel  and  with  Minor  League  Director  Neil 
Mahoney  in  the  development  and  direction  of  the  Red  Sox 
farm  system. 

A  native  of  Winthrop,  Mass.,  O'Connell  graduated  from 
Boston  College  in  1937,  and  received  his  Master’s  Degree 
from  the  same  school  in  1938.  After  playing  both  baseball 
and  football  at  Winthrop  High  and  Boston  College,  he  be¬ 
came  a  teacher-coach  before  entering  the  U.  S.  Navy  in 
1942. 

As  an  officer  in  Naval  Intelligence  in  the  Pacific  Area, 
he  directed  units  in  charge  of  enemy  base  intelligence  and 
photographic  interpretation  on  the  staff  of  the  Joint  In¬ 
telligence  Center  directly  under  the  Commander  in  Chief, 
Pacific  Fleet.  In  that  capacity  he  played  a  vital  part  in  the 
planning  of  all  Pacific  invasions  from  Tarawa  in  1943  to 
Okinawa  in  1945. 

O’Connell  joined  the  Red  Sox  organization  in  1946  as 
Business  Manager  of  the  Lynn  Red  Sox  in  the  old  New 
England  League.  He  came  to  Fenway  Park  in  1948  and  has 
steadily  climbed  in  the  administration. 

In  addition  to  his  Red  Sox  duties,  he  was  also  recognized 
as  one  of  New  England’s  top  football  officials  prior  to  be¬ 
coming  vice-president  last  September. 

Seldom  has  a  man  come  to  one  of  the  top  spots  in  major 
league  baseball  with  a  more  thorough  knowledge  of  the  in¬ 
tricate  operations  surrounding  a  major  league  franchise.  In 
his  several  years  with  the  Red  Sox  he  has  at  various  times 
directed  every  phase  of  Fenway  Park’s  workings. 

It’s  characteristic  of  Dick  O’Connell  that  he  speak 
straight  from  the  shoulder.  When  asked  what  Red  Sox  fans 
can  expect  from  the  front  office  reorganization,  his  reply 
has  been, 

“We’ll  let  the  results  do  the  talking  for  us.” 

Those  that  know  him  intimately  are  sure  the  Red  Sox 
are  on  their  way  back  up  the  ladder  under  his  direction.

Neil  T.  Mahoney  —  Director,  Minor  League  System 

Moved  into  the  top  spot,  directing  the  activities  of  the  six  Red  Sox  farm  clubs  and  the  far 
flung  scouting  system,  last  Fall.  Another  Greater  Boston  native,  Neil  Mahoney  was  one  of  the 
area’s  top  semipro  catchers  known  and  respected  for  his  all  round  knowledge  of  baseball. 
Graduated  from  Northeastern  University  and  later  coached  baseball  at  Bowdoin  College,  be¬ 
fore  joining  the  Red  Sox  organization  as  a  scout  in  1939.  He  was  supervisor  of  Eastern  scout¬ 
ing  before  being  promoted  to  Minor  League  Director.  He  is  also  a  member  of  the  Board  of 
Directors  of  the  Pacific  Coast  League.  Mr.  Mahoney  makes  his  home  in  Chestnut  Hill,  Mass. 


Joseph  T.  Cummiskey  —  Treasurer 

A  graduate  of  Suffolk  Law  School,  Joe  Cummiskey  had  wide  experience  in  both  law  and 
accounting  before  joining  the  Red  Sox  organization  in  1948.  He  served  as  a  Lieutenant-Com¬ 
mander  in  the  Navy  during  World  War  II  and  now  handles  many  of  the  complicated  legal  and 
financial  affairs  connected  with  a  modern  major  league  baseball  operation.  He  lives  in  Bel¬ 
mont,  Mass. 


Thomas  B.  Dowd  —  Traveling  Secretary 

One  of  New  England’s  best  known  toastmasters  and  after-dinner  speakers,  Tom  Dowd  is 
now  the  senior  road  secretary  in  the  American  League.  His  duties  have  become  increasingly 
involved  because  of  the  problems  in  moving  the  entire  Red  Sox  ball  club  from  coast  to  coast 
under  American  League  expansion.  For  many  years  following  his  graduation  from  Holy  Cross 
he  was  one  of  the  best  known  National  Football  League  officials,  and  in  recent  years  was  a 
football  radio  commentator.  He  lives  in  West  Roxbury,  Mass. 


William  C.  Crowley  —  Director,  Public  Relations 

Became  Public  Relations  Director  last  Fall,  after  serving  for  three  seasons  as  one  of  Curt 
Gowdy’s  broadcasting  partners.  A  native  of  Dorchester,  Crowley  was  a  World  War  II  bomber 
pilot  prior  to  his  graduation  from  Boston  University.  He  also  holds  a  Master’s  Degree  from 
the  University  of  Minnesota.  A  newspaperman,  prior  to  entering  radio  in  1949,  for  the  past 
several  years  he  has  served  as  Sports  Information  Director  and  Instructor  in  Economics  at 
Holy  Cross  College.  He  resides  in  Needham, Mass. 


John  M.  Malaney  —  Associate  Director,  Public  Relations 

He  chronicled  the  activities  of  the  Red  Sox  for  many,  many  years  before  joining  the  Red 
Sox  staff  as  Assistant  to  Joe  McKenney,  now  the  American  League  publicity  director.  Jack 
Malaney  was  President  of  the  Baseball  Writer’s  Association  of  America  in  1944,  and  after  serv¬ 
ing  the  Red  Sox  as  Public  Relations  Director  in  1959  and  1960,  now  continues  as  associate. 
His  home  is  in  West  Roxbury,  Mass. 
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THE  RED  SOX  MANAGER 


Mike  Higgins  is  actually  in  his  sixth  season  as  Red  Sox 
manager,  after  returning  to  replace  Bill  Jurges  last  June  14. 

He  took  over  the  Red  Sox  reins  in  1955  after  serving  for 
eight  years  as  a  manager  of  Red  Sox  minor  league  clubs, 
steadily  moving  up  the  ladder  from  Roanoke  to  Birming¬ 
ham  to  Louisville. 

When  he  led  the  Red  Sox  to  a  fourth  place  finish  in 
1955,  with  an  especially  strong  second  half,  he  was  named 
“Manager  of  the  Year."  The  Red  Sox,  under  his  direction, 
also  finished  fourth  in  1956,  third  in  1957  and  1958,  but 
after  a  poor  start  in  1959,  he  was  replaced  by  Jurges  in 
July. 

Mike  was  born  May  27,  1909  in  Red  Oak,  Texas,  and 
was  graduated  from  the  University  of  Texas  in  1930.  He 
immediately  joined  the  Philadelphia  Athletics  and  as 
“Pinky”  Higgins  he  became  one  of  baseball’s  best  third 
basemen  and  most  feared  hitters.  He  was  traded  to  the  Red 
Sox  in  1937,  and  after  two  good  seasons,  moved  over  to 
the  Detroit  Tigers. 

He  stayed  with  the  Tigers,  except  for  a  year  in  the  Navy 
in  1945,  until  he  was  traded  back  to  the  Red  Sox  in  May, 
1946  and  helped  the  Sox  win  the  American  League  pennant. 

A  “Man’s  man,”  Mike  commands  the  respect  of  his 
players.  A  very  patient  man,  he  is  recognized  throughout 
baseball  circles  as  one  of  the  soundest  strategists  in  the

game.  He  is  especially  admired  for  his  ability  to  handle  his 
pitching  staff  to  guarantee  the  right  man  rested  and  ready 
for  each  game  during  the  season. 

Under  the  Red  Sox  reorganization  of  the  Red  Sox  last 
Fall,  Mike  works  closely  with  Executive  Vice-President 
Dick  O’Connell  on  all  problems  dealing  with  major  league 
personnel.  He  is  sure  the  Red  Sox  will  start  climbing  the 
ladder  from  their  1960  seventh  place  finish. 

Higgins  makes  his  off-season  home  in  Dallas,  Texas  with 
his  wife  and  two  daughters.

THE  COACHES 


Rudolph  Preston  “Rudy”  York 

Born:  August  17,  1913,  Ragland,  Ala.  Bats  and  Throws:  Right  Home:  Cartersville,  Ga. 

“The  Chief”  is  in  his  third  season  as  Red  Sox  coach  and  again  will  be  stationed  at  first 
base.  Well-remembered  by  baseball  fans  as  the  long  time  slugging  first  baseman  of  the  De¬ 
troit  Tigers.  He,  like  Mike  Higgins,  was  a  member  of  the  Red  Sox  pennant  winning  club  in 
1946. 

A  keen  student  of  hitting,  he  was  a  batting  instructor  in  the  Red  Sox  minor  league  system  in 
1958.  He  has  helped  in  the  development  of  several  of  the  younger  members  of  the  club  with 
Gary  Geiger  probably  being  his  prize  pupil. 


Salvatore  A.  “Sal”  Maglie 

Born:  April  26,  1917,  Niagara  Falls,  N.Y.  Bats  and  Throws:  Right  Home:  Niagara  Falls,  N.Y. 

After  a  long  and  successful  career  with  the  Giants,  the  Yankees  and  others,  “The  Barber” 
became  a  pitching  coach  midway  in  the  1959  season  with  the  St.  Louis  Cardinals.  This  will 
be  his  second  season  as  Red  Sox  pitching  coach. 

Always  known  as  one  of  the  headiest  pitchers  in  the  game,  Sal’s  advice  proved  very  help¬ 
ful  in  1960,  notably  to  Bill  Monbouquette  and  Billy  Muffet. 


William  J.  “Billy”  Herman 

Born:  July  7,  1909,  New  Albany,  Ind.  Bats  and  Throws:  Right  Home:  Vero  Beach,  Fla. 

Mike  Higgins  rates  him  as  “one  of  the  finest  third  base  coaches ^in  baseball,”  and  he  will 
be  sending  them  in  from  third  for  the  second  year  in  a  row  with  the  Red  Sox. 

He  is  rated  as  one  of  the  great  National  League  second  basemen  of  all  time  with  the  Chi¬ 
cago  Cubs  and  the  Brooklyn  Dodgers  from  1931  to  1946.  He  was  a  Dodger  coach  from  1952 
through  1957  and  with  the  Milwaukee  Braves  in  1958-59.  One  of  betters  golfers  in  baseball. 


Leonard  J.  “Lennie”  Okrie 

Born:  July  16,  1924,  Detroit,  Mich.  Bats  and  Throws:  Right  Home:  Linden,  North  Carolina. 
The  latest  member  of  the  Red  Sox  coaching  staff,  Len  will  be  bullpen  coach  and  catcher. 

Started  professional  career  as  a  catcher  in  1942.  Broke  in  with  Washington  in  1948  after 
being  drafted,  and  was  with  them,  on  and  off,  until  traded  to  Red  Sox  in  1951.  He  was  sent  to 
Louisville  where  he  worked  under  Mike  Higgins.  Started  as  minor  league  manager  with 
the  Red  Sox  in  1954  at  Bluefield,  West  Virginia,  and  last  two  seasons  has  directed  Corning  in 
the  New  York-Penn  league.

There’s  a  saying  around  the  American  League — “The 
most  intelligent  baseball  fans  in  the  country  are  found  in 
New  England.”  Some  will  deny  this,  but  many  will  defend 
the  statement.  Those  that  defend  the  statement  point  to  the 
fact  that  no  baseball  team  is  covered  more  intensively  by 
the  press  than  the  Red  Sox.  New  England  fans,  following 
the  fortunes  of  the  Red  Sox  in  the  daily  press,  actually  do 
get  a  great  deal  more  information  about  their  favorite  club 
than  fans  in  other  sections. 

Covering  the  Red  Sox  is  really  a  year  round  job  for 
many  Boston  writers,  as  well  as  writers  fom  adjacent  cities. 
They  follow  the  club  to  spring  training,  are  with  the  team 
throughout  the  season,  track  trade  rumors  at  the  World 
Series  and  are  also  on  hand  at  minor  and  major  league 


meetings. 

When  the  Red  Sox  are  at  home,  anywhere  from  two  to 
five  men  from  all  papers  in  the  area  are  on  hand  covering 
the  game,  doing  a  clubhouse  story,  a  human  interest  feature 
or  covering  for  a  major  news  syndicate.  This,  of  course, 
makes  the  Fenway  Park  press  box  one  of  the  busiest  places 
in  the  league. 

Here  is  a  list  of  the  Boston  chapter  members  of  the  Base¬ 
ball  Writers  Association  of  America,  one  of  the  largest 
chapters  in  the  country  and  presently  boasting  the  national 
president,  Ed  Rumill  of  the  Christian  Science  Monitor  and 
the  secretary,  Hy  Hurwitz  of  the  Boston  Globe.  Bill  Liston 
of  the  Boston  Traveler  is  the  current  chairman  of  the  Bos¬ 
ton  chapter.

Another  reason  why  New  England  baseball  fans  are 
among  the  nation’s  best  informed  has  been  the  continual 
high  quality  of  their  baseball  broadcasts. 

Curt  Gowdy  is  heading  up  the  Red  Sox  broadcasting 
crew  for  his  11th  straight  season  in  1961.  In  addition  to 
his  Red  Sox  broadcasts  and  telecasts  which  have  brought 
him  national  attention.  Curt  was  probably  the  busiest  major 
sportscaster  in  the  country  in  1960.  His  recognized  knowl¬ 
edge  of  all  major  sports  brought  him  assignments  at  the  All 
Star  Game,  the  full  schedule  of  NCAA  football  games  last 


Fall,  and  NCAA  college  basketball  games  this  past  winter, 
and  he  is  now  recognized  as  the  nation’s  top  all  round 
sportscaster. 

Gowdy  graduated  from  the  University  of  Wyoming 
where  he  won  fame  as  an  outstanding  basketball  player. 
After  a  couple  of  seasons  in  Oklahoma  City,  he  joined  Mel 
Allen  with  the  New  York  Yankees  for  two  seasons  before 
taking  over  the  Red  Sox  position  in  1951.  He  makes  his 
home  in  Wellesley  Hills,  Mass.

At  Duke  he 
played  varsity  baseball,  and  moved  into  radio 
after  a  spell  in  the  advertising  and  magazine 
fields.  He  was  selected  to  join  Curt  Gowdy's 
crew  because  of  his  excellent  work  during  the 
past  few  years  with  the  Charleston  Senators  in 
the  American  Association.  He  makes  his  home 
in  Wellesley. 


Art  Gleeson  returns  for  his  second  year  with 
the  Red  Sox,  after  winning  many  friends  with 
his  work  in  1960.  Gleeson,  a  former  profes¬ 
sional  player  and  front  office  executive,  has  one 
of  the  broadest  baseball  backgrounds  of  any 
member  of  the  radio  profession.  He  was  direc¬ 
tor  of  sports  for  the  Mutual  Broadcasting  Sys¬ 
tem  for  several  years,  when  he  aired  the  Mutual 
“Game  of  the  Day.” 

Very  few  broadcasters  have  a  wider  acquaint¬ 
ance  among  present  and  former  great  players 
than  this  veteran  of  submarine  service  in  World 
War  II  from  Portland,  Oregon.

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RED  SOX  FARM  SYSTEM

Under  the  direction  of  Neil  Mahoney,  new  Minor 
League  Director,  the  Red  Sox  Farm  system  started  to  pop 
last  winter. 

First,  Mahoney  went  all  through  the  country  interview¬ 
ing  all  Red  Sox  scouts  and  managers,  hearing  their  gripes 
and  grievances.  Changes  were  made  and  the  Red  Sox  farm 
system  gradually  underwent  considered  changes. 

Johnny  Pesky,  former  great  Red  Sox  shortstop  was 
brought  back  into  the  organization  to  manage  the  Sox  top 
farm  club  in  Seattle  in  the  Pacific  Coast  League.  Some 
scouts  were  let  go,  others  found  their  territories  expanded, 
some  contracted.  Former  outstanding  southpaw,  Mel  Par¬ 
nell,  came  back  to  manage  the  important  Alpine  club  in  the 
Sophomore  League.  Ted  Williams  was  assigned  to  work 
closely  with  Mahoney  in  player  development. 

All  of  these  changes  should  bring  Red  Sox  player  de¬ 
velopment  back  to  the  point  where  the  major  league  team 
will  be  contending  strongly  for  the  American  League  pen¬ 
nant  again. 

A  staff  of  29  experienced  Red  Sox  scouts  (see  opposite 
page)  is  presently  scouring  the  country  for  the  best  of  the 
nation’s  young  baseball  talent  to  bring  the  Red  Sox  back 


to  their  former  proud  position  in  the  American  League. 

The  man  who  keeps  this  complex  system  at  his  finger¬ 
tips  is  genial  Ed  Kenney,  former  Boston  College  star  ball¬ 
player,  who  keeps  track  of  hundreds  of  Red  Sox  farmhands 
in  clubs  across  the  country. 

The  young  men  who  are  fortunate  enough  to  become 
part  of  the  Red  Sox  farm  system  will  know  that  they  will 
have  the  advantage  of  the  best  possible  teaching  on  their 
way  to  a  hoped-for  major  league  career. 

That  will  be  assured  under  Neil  Mahoney’s  direction. 
These  minor  leaguers  train  under  the  best  possible  condi¬ 
tions  at  Deland  and  Ocala,  Florida  with  such  teachers  as 
former  great  Red  Sox  players,  Bobby  Doerr,  Denny  Gale- 
house,  Don  Lenhardt,  Will  Nixon,  Johnny  Pesky  and  Ted 
Williams. 

Throughout  their  seasons  they  will  be  constantly  checked 
by  their  managers  and  occasionally  by  veterans  like  Doerr 
and  Williams. 

If  these  youngsters  have  the  necessary  abilities  to  come 
to  Fenway  Park,  it  will  soon  be  discovered,  and  he  will  be 
on  his  way  to  fame  and  fortune  with  the  Red  Sox.

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TED  WILLIAMS  —  A  PROUD  CHAMPION 


On  September  28,  1960,  the  active  playing  career  of  one 
of  the  greatest  hitters  and  one  of  the  most  controversial  men 
in  the  history  of  baseball  came  to  a  close.  The  end  came 
dramatically  with  a  tremendous  home  run  off  the  pitching  of 
Jack  Fisher  of  the  Baltimore  Orioles. 

For  Ted  Williams,  it  was  home  run  number  521,  ranking 
him  third  among  all-time  players  behind  immortals  Babe 
Ruth  and  Jimmy  Foxx,  despite  missing  five  active  seasons  at 
the  peak  of  his  career  to  service  as  a  Marine  pilot. 

Sixth  all-time  in  runs  batted  in,  second  in  bases  on  balls, 


the  last  major  league  player  to  hit  .400,  second  all-time  in 
slugging  percentage,  sixth  in  extra  base  hits,  the  record  goes 
on  and  on. 

Colorful  and  controversial,  Ted  Williams  continues  in  the 
Red  Sox  organization  as  an  executive  assistant.  He  was  a 
batting  coach  in  Spring  training  and  his  vast  knowledge  of 
the  game  will  continue  to  help  the  Red  Sox,  even  though  his 
big  bat  will  be  missing.
